Immigration Policy and 
Family Reunification 


A fndamental aspect of the American immigration 
policy is based on the concept of family reunification . 
Throughout our history，Ppreference in immigration has 
been given to families. This preference has been based on 
the traditional American appieciation of and respect for the 
famaily as an integral unit. 

The bulk of European jimnmigrants to the “US 
have already been able to Teunite with their families in 
the US. Indeed， in the' past， when the Sibling 
breference developed extensive backlogs for Italy，the 
government approved additional increases until the back- 
logs were cleared. Today, family reunification for most Eu- 
ropean imnmigrants has been attained. 


Senator Alan Simpson, however, in his extensive immigra- 
tion bill，proposes that the Preference System should be 
changed drastically; and that brothers and Sisters of US 
citizens should not be give preference for immigrant VisasS. 
Senator Simpsom argues that the sibling relationship is not 
a close relationship in American culture, and that we Should 
not base our imnmigration policy of yalues of other cultures. 

We feel it is patently unfair to eliminate the fifth 
preference:the sibling Telationship does remain Strong 
among native-born Americans，and is also Strong among 
many naturalized American citizens. To deny these citizemns， 
many of whom are from Asia and have suffered fromi 
previous discriminatory immigration laws, the same family 
reunification Piivilege Which was integral to European 
immisgration and which has allowed so many European 
families to_ immigrate and be re-united in the US,， is not 
just. 

Senator Simpson?s proposals differ Significantly 位 om 
those of the Select Commission on Immigration and 
Refugee Policy,，a two-year and $2.4 million study begun 
-under President Carter，Significant changes are indeed 
needed in US immigration policy，but we feel that the 
rewWorking of policy represented in the Simpson -Mazzoli 
bill is arbitrary and unfairi and does not Tepreselit a TeSpO- 
sible and well-researched Plan. 

We urge the full restoration of the fifth preference, and 
We urge careful exaimination of the proposed immlgration 
policy.

The Sai Ling 
Terrace club room，formerly a 
Section of dorm rooms for women， 
was added some 20 years later， 

In 1976，the center，realizing 
the “sad state” of the building， 
geared down their programs， 
shutting down completely (with 
Some tutorial sessions maintained 
at Commodore Stockton) between 
1978 and 1981，Seto recalled.

TRADITIONAL 

Reynoso spoke about his days as 
a_ legal aid lawyer 记 Imperial 
County and as director of Califor- 
nia Rural Legal Assistance，where 
he fought for citizens right to Vote 
and fought against the placement 
of non-English-speaking children 
in classes for the mentally retar- 
ded and against governmentinVes- 
tigations of individuals simply 
because they “looked different,” 

“We tried to do what is most 
traditional and most conservative 
.. .to represent people who need 
representation in this land,， he 
explained.

Pharyngeal cancer js,for those 记 
HK, among those born outside of 
the Chiu Chau region 记 
Guangdong Province，and ，for 
those in LA County， 
among imrmigrant Chinese. 

HKE-born Chinese and HK boat 
people also have high rates of 
incidence，and with men having 
a Imnuch higher rate thaa women， 
The evidence doesn't point to an 
inhaled cancer-inducing 
Substance as the major factor， 
DIr. Ho noted,， and instead，con- 
Sumption of Cantonese salted fish 
Was pointed to as being the major 
cause-for the high incidence. 

CHIU CHAU 

The subjects studied in the US 
group generaly ”maintained 
Strongly traditional ， southein 
Chinese diets， Nonetheless the 
foreign-born Chinese Americans 
had higher rates than the local 
US-born，much higher than other 
Iacial groups. 

Interestingly，Dr.，Ho mnoted， 
those studied iD earlier studies 
indicated that while Guangdong- 
born Tesidents have nearly three 
times the rate of nasopharyngeal 
cancer as those born elsewhere 
in China，those borm iD Chiu 
Chau have amuch lower rate than 
thosel from the frest of the 
Province. Interestingly，incident 
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Iates of Chiu Chau are similar to 


those for people from Fujian 
Province， and that， moreover， 
Chiu Chau people are culturally 
closer to Eujianese than to the 
rest of Guangdong. 

Conversely， studies indicate 
that the Hakkas，who migrated 
from northeast China to the 
Southern part some 700 years 
ag0，nowW have an incidence Tate 
comparable with rates for other 
dialect groups of southern China. 

DiI. Ho noted that other studies 
have suggested that nasopharyn- 
geal cancer risk is related to en- 
Vironmental factors inherent in 
traditional southern ”Chinese 
culture.

The consumption of salted fish 
does，howeyer，appear to be a 
major Tisk _ factor， Dr. Ho 
Teported. HK fishermen with high 
Iates of the cancer,，generally 
eat Imuch salted fsh, selling their 
fresh fish，Filipinos also_ enjoy 
salted fish，and for LA County 
Filipinos，the rate of nasopharyn- 
geal cancer is Six times that of 
Whites in the county-. 

IWEANING 

Dr. Ho also believes that eating 
large amounts of :salted fsh in 
early life may be a factor in the 
canceI. Studies have found a high 
Tisk ， a positive association 
between salted fish consumed 
during the weaning period 
salted fish and soft rice is often 
used to wean children in southern 
China 一 and risk for nasoph- 
aryngeal cancer. 

The highest rates of the 
cancer are found ip thbe mainly 
low-agriculture mountainous areas 
of Guangdong, where Salted fish is 
a inexpensive food. Other studies 


indicated increased rates among 
poor people, for whom ,it is likely， 
inexpensive salted fish would be 
a frequerit dish. Since males tend 
to be dominant over females, it is 
likely that female babies may get 
less Salted fish than their brothers 
(women have a lower rate than 
Imen).

Mary Luke Advocates Choice

SAN FRANCISCO “For 
women and families to be able to 
take advantage of the many recent 
social changes，the chance for 
women to have careers, they have 
to be able to say when and how 
many children theyre going to 
have,”Mary M. Luke，execu- 
tive director of the Alameda- 
SFE Planned Parenthoodq，asserted. 
“We advocate for the right of 
individuals and families to make 
those decisions.” 

RANGE 

In spite of Plannedqd Parent- 
hood's broad range of services and 
activities， Luke acknowledged 
that the organization is knowmn for 
just one thing 一 abortion.“Bnut 
that is far from reality.” 

Last year，the five Bay Area 
Planned Parenthood offices 
provided nearly 30,000 patients 
with birth control， pregnancy 
testing，and vasectomy services， 
Thousands more heard Planned 
Parenthood speakers or parti- 
cipated in seminars and projects 
Such as “Parents as Sex 下 ducators” 
and“Sex 下 上 ducation for Disabled 
People 

All services,， Luke stressed，were 
accompanied by heavy doses of 
education and counseling，with 
consultations often taking several 
hours.“We spend more time and 
give a lot more information 一 
thats how were different from 
PrIivate doctors,”she said 

Planned Parenthood is also 
distinctive as the foremost lobby 
for abortion rights and for minors' 
Tights to confidential contracep- 
tive Prescriptions， Such _ stands 
have caused the agency, in its OowWa 
words, to be on the“cutting edge 
of social change” for the Ppast 
half-century and have led to 


physical as .well as verbal attacks 
on Planned Parenthood clinics. 
OPTION 
For groups such as the Moral 
Majority，abortion is the focal 
point of a strategy,， Luke believes. 


To some, abortion symbolizes the ， 


dissolution of families， women 
leaving the home，and even the 
inability to control children. 
Howeyer， Luke claims that 
Plannedq 了 Parenthood does mot 
promote abortion but just insists 
that it remain as an option， 
“Abortion is a very traumatic， 
emotional experience，and any- 
one who has had one will tell youl 
that. But most decide“thank 


goodness Iat least had the choice 


to stay in School or keep working, 


to tell my parents or not;”Luke 
Said. 

Nor does Planned Parent- 
hoodqd promote teen sexual acti- 
vity，she pointed out, “Statistics 
Show that teenagers are Sexually 
active for between nine and 12 
months before they ever seek birth 
control,”she said，and most teens 
first go to _ clinics because they 
think they are pregnant. 

Around 16% of those receiving 
birth control from Planned Par- 
enthood are 17 or younger，and 
another 23% are 18 or 19. 
Although the overall birth rate has 
dropped in recent years，the teen 
Pregnancy rate has skyrocketed. 

CHANGCE 

“We have people caught up in 
social change，with TV，movies; 
and teen magazines endorsing 


teen Sexualjlity,” she observed. 
“Were not the. cause of this 
Problem.” 


“This is true also in the Asian 
community,，Luke said. Less than 


10 匈 of the patients seen in the 
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Mary M. Luke 


Bay Area Planned Parenthoods are 
Asian, but Luke attributes this low 
figure to the strong family plan- 
ning services offered by Health 
Center 4 and the Chinatown Fam- 
ily Planning Program， 

The Proportion of Asian clients 
seen in Planned 了 Parenthood's 
abortion clinic is much higher， 
however，because the Chinatown 
programs do not offer abortion 
Services, she said, 

In general，Luke has noticed 
that Asian attitudes towards issues 
of birth control and sexuality tend 
to be more conservative than those 
of other groups，and Asian teens 
are Imuch more concerned about 
their parents finding out they are 
using birth control. 

EDUCATION 

“In Chinatown，the level of 
awareness is much higher now 
than it has been,”she observed， 
with many immigrants from Asian 
countries _ already familiar with 
birth control methods，However， 


she noted that education is need- 


ed among new Southeast Asian 
immigrants，who have not been 
exposed to birth control. 

The contraceptive most fre- 
quently prescribed at the Plan- 
ned Parenthood clinics is the pi 记 . 
“With the low estrogen dosepills, a 
women who is young，bhealthy， 
and doesn't smoke has a very,， very 
low risk,”Luke said，adding that 
the diaphragm is becoming more 


popular, 
However,“birth control meth- 
ods are not perfect 一 there are 


_Imany different kinds of failures 一 


and a lot of teens are not 


particularly informed,”she saidq. 


“Thats why we take such a firm 


.stand on abortion,” 


Luke believes that anti-abor- 
tion lobbying may actually have 
helped to consolidate Planned 
Parenthood's position. “A lot of 
people who were silent in the past 
are_ beginning to support choice 
groups in a much more vocal 
way,， leading to increases in the 
number as well as amount :of 
donations， 

“Were beginning to see legisla- 
tors' Teceiving a lot more pro- 
choice letters，people saying we 
can't let these rights be taken 
away，We need to keep that 
coming in，becauske thats what 
will make a difference,” 

LOW-COST 

If abortion were outlawed，she 
contended, ti would simply move 
“to another area of town，where 
it'sunclean and unsafe, and you']l 
have more people losing their 
fertility, more people dying.” 

Besides advocating for abor- 
tion rights and confidential ser- 
Vices to teens， 了 Planned ,Parent- 
hood is currently lobbying for the 
continued direct funding of family 
Planning services,， rather than the 


placement of those funds into ， 


block grants. If the money is not 


directly allocated, some states w 记 
wipe out family Planning Pro- 
grams, the agency Predicts， 

Around 80 匈 of Planned Parent- 
hood's clients are now subsidized 
by the state office of family 
planning or by Medi-Cal. “We 
believe very strongly that these 
services Should be available to 
anybody on a free- OF low-cost 
basis,” Luke explained， adding 
that Planned Parenthood services 
are very high quality but much 
cheaper than those of a private 
doctor， 

Luke first got involved in family 
Blanning issues as a nursing 
student when she saw a “good 
example” of an illegal abortion. 
“It basically ruined her life 
because she would never be able 
to have children again，and yet 
she just couldnt have gone home 
pregnant，she recalled. 

COUNSELINGC 

Luke specialized 记 psychia- 
tric nursing at the North 下 ast 
Mental Health Center and has 
served as assistant director to the 
Oakland Chinese Community 
Council in addition to teaching at 
Simmons College in Boston and 
Texas Womans University. Luke 
joined Planned . Parenthood .in 
1979 and became executive direc- 


tor 一 the first Chinese American 


woman to assume that position in 
the national Planned ”Parent-

broad community support for the 
work of CAA and guided the 
organization，in her capacity as 
chairperson of the board for two 
years, from relative, obscurity，to 
become a stable, and forceful civ 计 
rights voice in the Chinese Ameri- 
can community. 

In the 1970s，against a pre- 
vailing political climate of scape- 
goating aliens for our chronically 
high unemployment， she success:- 
fully challenged, all the way to the 
US Supreme Court，the discrim- 
inatory employment Practice of 
the federal civil service system that 
denied jobs to resident aliens,，and 
she called on the American people 
to treat her and other immigrant 
aliens as friends，contributing to 
the building of a better America.， 

In spite of her illness in the past 
few years，she continued to be a 
staunch supporter of CAA and 
other community causes，In fact 
among her last parting words to a 
visiting CAA director was an 
apology for her inability to help 
CAAin its fund-raising drive. 

Francene will be missed by 
those who know her，EFor the 
Chinese _ American community， 
her dedication and courage w 计 
likewise be missed， but long 
TIemembered.
